The first mint was authorized on Ap 
1792, and was to be located on Seventh 
near the Arch In Philadelphia. The 
cornerstone to this building was laid on July 
31, 1792. {11} To get this first mint 
started, Fresident George Washington donated 
same of his personal silverware to the mint 
for the mintage of the first coins. {i123}; The 
Fhiladelphia mint soon became known as the 
"Mother Mint" because it was the largest and 
most modern mint in the world. The value of 
the mint went from under five thousand 
dollars to approximately forty million 
dollars at the present estimation. Tt went 
through a disasterous fire in 1816, a 
camplete change of machinery, from hand 
presses to steam engines, in 1836, and 
another modernization in 1891. The building 
that 16 still standing. even though it is not 
ins use, 16 a replica of the first 
buidtding.

In 19839 there were three mints started. 
They are New Orleans, Louisianas Dahlonega. 
Georgias and Charlotte, North Carolina. The 
first one was in commission from 1838 to 
170%. It was the only mint that was 
reestablished after the Civil War in the 
Southern states.{143 The Dahloneqda mint was 
in commission from 1829 to 1861 and only 
Sleep gold coins. It was a sister to the 
~harlotte, North Carolina mint. The 
government took the mint over after the Civil 
War and converted it to an agriculture ; 
college which burned in 1871. Now the North 
Georgia College is placed on that same 
foundation. (15) The Charlotte mint was in 
commission from 1838 ta 1861 and also 
produced only gold coins. It was located 
near the nation’s first gold mining site. (163 

The San Francisco, California mint was the 
next one established, It started in 1854 and 
is still in commission. It was started with 
the Sutter*s Mill, gold rush, on January 24, 
1848, but its authorization did not come 
Mita. fl teigece It was moved to a new 
building. which survived the 1906 earthquake, 
in 1974 and is still standing today. t17} 

The Carson City. Nevada mint was 
established in 1870 and was closed down in 
189s. It produced some of America’s Scarcest 
coins. (13) 

The last mint is located in Denver, 
Colorada. It was established in 1906 and is 
still in use. The building was purchased 
from the Clark, Gruber, &® Company firm which 
hacl Bi he produced private gold coins. 
The building was enlarged and modernized in 
1937 after which it became known as the 
"world’s champion coin producer. "(193
